Typhus fever in Mexico. 

Laredo, Tex., January SI, 1900. 
Sir : On January 26 I wrote Bureau of the epidemic of typhus fever 
at Santa Maria, Mexico, 14 miles north of Saltillo, Mexico. I wrote 
Dr. Eice for information, and I inclose his reply which shows it was as 
I suspected. 

Santa Maria has only a population of 350 to 400 inhabitants. The 
adjoining town, Eamos Arispe, has about 2,000, and I think it is also 
infected with typhus. There are also some cases at Saltillo, Mexico.

Sib : In reply to your communication of January 26, will say that it is quite true 
that typhus fever has been and is still prevailing. I had 24 cases at Santa Maria, and 
on the 2d of this month I came down with it myself, was moved to Saltillo, and am now 
convalescent. Any further particulars you may desire can doubtless be obtained by 
addressing, in Spanish, Br. Alcocer, Santa Maria, Ramos Arispe. He is a native of 
the ranch, and since the beginning of my illness has been looking after them. I have 
heard within the past few days that, altogether, counting my own case and those I 
attended and those who were attacked since, that there were 60, but of this, of course, 
I can not be sure. Dr. Alcocer can give you the latest details.
